T gkio, Sept. 14—T he em peror left 
today for th e g en eral headquarters of 
th e Japanese arm y.

Over one hundred lives 
w ere lost. 
T he loss is tw elve m illion 
dollars. 


S h a n g h a i, S ep t 14.—Rum ors have 
reached here th a t a b attle has been 
fo ught betw een 
the

and 
Japanese near Kai Cheng, Corea. The 
engagem ent is said to have taken place 
ab o u t S ep t 2. 
N ative new spapers of 
Sept. IO say th a t the fight lasted tw o 
days and th a t it was still undecided 
w hen this news was forw arded to the 
native Dress. 
The Chinese papers of S ept 
12 an­ 
nounce th a t Gen. 
Yeh, the Chinese 
com m ander, reports having gained a 
victory over the Japanele. 
It is sup­ 
posed here, however, th a t the Chinese 
have m et w ith a reverse a t Ping Yang. 
«A private dispatch confirm s the new s 
th a t more fighting has occurred w ith 
undecided results. 
T he floods in Corea still prevent the 
Chinese 
troops 
from crossing the 
Im chin river in order to attack the 
Japanese 
entrenchm ents. 
A nother 
re p e rt cu rren t here says * th a t the 
K irino division of th e Chinese arm y 
has crossed the K ulin river and th a t 
it is now holding th e city of Suhning, 
w hile aw aiting th e advance of the 
m ain body a of the arm y before attack ­ 
ing the Japanese rig h t flank.

an appeal to organized labor printed 
in th a t paper and signed by Debs, in 
which w orkingm en w ere asked to sus­ 
tain the American Railw ay U nion,and

less realizes that $100 for 1,500 re­ 
publican votes is a rather low offer. 
John W. Hogan still believes however, 
that though 9400 may not buy them 
91,000 will Mr. Hogan’s offer of .00014 
on the dollar for votes is thus com­ 
mented upon by the Beloit Free Press: 
That Mr. Hogan, the democratic 
nominee for sheriff, should believe 
that political convictions are ruled by 
dollars and cents and not principles is

PAPER 
POLES. 


Th i f A re L ighter, Stiffer and Stronger 
Than VYooden Ones. 
One of the la test uses to which pa­ 
per has been turned is the m aking of 
telegraph poles. 
The paper pulp em­ 
ployed is saturated w ith a m ixture of 
borax, tallow and other substances. 
The mass is cast in a mold w ith a 
cone in the center, form ing a h ollow 
rod of any desired length, the cross 
pieces being held by wooden 
keys 
driven in on either side of the pole. 
The palier poles are said to be lig h ter 
and stronger than those of 
wood 
and to be unaffected by the 
m any 
fe a th e r inflqencqs which shorten tho 
life of a wooden pole. 
It is doubtful, how ever,w hether the 
paper pole w ill come to be anything 
like a rival to the iron pole, which is 
now high in favor for the carrying of 
a ll kinds of wire lines.
